Pounds Oranges 


A recent survey conducted by the 


United States department of com- 
merce gives some interesting facts 
that might be of interest to Argus 
readers concerning the position of 
oranges, lemons and grapefruit on 
the family budget. The survey shows 
that food items take the greatest 
percentage of annual income with 
32 per cent. Of that total spent for 
food, approximately 6 per cent rep- 
resents the amount expended for 
fresh fruits. 


Among the fresh fruit items, ap- 


ples and oranges outrank other 
fruits, apples with 186 pounds con- 
sumed by each family of four per 
year, and oranges with 102 pounds 
consumed. Bananas rank third with 
67 pounds, while lemons are farther 
down the list with 11 pounds, and 
grapefruit 6 pounds. 


The figures further show that 100 


per cent of the families used oranges 
and 97 per cent bought lemons. Only 
30 per cent used grapefruit.

LATESTS 
BY. MARY MARSHALL 


A generation and more ago when 


the ability to do fine embroidery was 
considered part of the proper educa- 
tion of every young girl quite as 
essential as playing the piano and 
painting china;—in those days that 
seem so remote, the ordinary outline 


stitch was held a little in contempt. 
Little girls when they first began to 
work with embroidery silk were al- 
lowed to follow the lines of. the 
stamping with outline stitch, but 
when they had acquired any sort of 
proficiency they were expected to fill 
in petals and leaves with solid satin 
stitch. 


Certainly there is nothing at all 


difficult about outlining, but from 
our present point of view it is often 
more desirable than the most diffi- 
cult solid embroidery. There are 
many ways of making use of it in 
decorating simple summer dresses of 
lightweight silk or cotton. 


The sketch shows a summer cos- 


tume consisting of sleeveless dress 
and short jacket of plain natural- 
colored shantung with embroidery 
done in a soft light shade of brown. 
This same design may be used to 
trim little girls' dresses—using the 
simple motif, to' form a' border near 
the hem of the skirt, repeated on 
sleeves and front or blouse. 


To mark the circle you may use 


a spool from your work box. Run 
a long needle thru the center of the 
spool to mark the center of the cir- 
cle, 
and then mark ten lines from 


the center to the circumeference and 
a stem at the lower side of the cir- 
cle. 
Nothing could be simpler—and 


yet when the de-sign is worked it is 
most effective. 


TEMPERATURE 


An Italian inventor has developed 


a heat-cooling furnace for domestic 
use. The same apparatus which 
keeps the house warm in winter 
will draw the heat from the air in 
summer and keep it cool.

Scientists have known for eighty 


years that this could be done, but the 
cost has made it impractable. Now 
Professor 
E. Guarini, of Milan, 


claims to have found a practical 
method of making such a refriger- 
ator-heater. 


The use of such a means of artifi- 


cial cooling requires all, windows to 
be tightly closed. Outside of the 
United States, however, few people 
ever open their windows; and it 
should not be difficult to provide for 
artificial ventilation to take the place 
of. direct fresh air from outside. 
MOUNTAINS 


The highest peak east of the Miss- 


issippi isn't as high as had been thot. 
The United States geological survey 
has made a new survey of Mount 
Mitchell, in North Carolina, and finds 
that it is 6,684 feet above sea level, 
or 24 feet lower than former figures. 


Only a few mountains in the East 


approximate a mfle in height. Cling- 
man's Dome, Tennessee, is 6,644 feet, 
only 40 feet lower than Mount Mit- 
chell Mount Washington, in New 
Hampshire, is 6,288; Mount Rogers, 
Virginia, 5,719 feet; Mount Katahdin, 
Maine, 5,268 feet, or 12 feet less than 
a mile. The highest American moun- 
tain is Mount McKinley, Alaska, 
20,300 feet high, with Mount Whit- 
ney, 
California, next, at 14,501 feet. 


All the highest mountains are sink- 


ing. In a million years even the 
Rockies may be merely hills, and the 
Appalachian range a flat plain. 
SHERLOCK 


The death of Sir Arthur Conan 


Doyle at 71 removes from the earth- 
ly scene the creator of one of the en- 
during characters in fiction and the 
father of a new school of story writ- 
ing. 


Educated as a physician, Conan 


Doyle early turned to literature, 
and while he wrote several historical 
novels of great merit, his immense 
success was with his stories of the 
super-detective, Sherlock Holmes. 
Literally millions of copies of* his 
books about Sherlock Holmes have 
been sold, and the name is familiar 
wherever English is spoken. 


No real detective ever did things 


the way Sherlock Holmes did, but 
that makes no difference. 
What 


readers of detective stories want is 
not fact but illusion. 
WASHINGTON 


In 1932 the United States of Amer- 


ica will celebrate the 200th birthday 
of George Washington. He was born 
on February 11, 1732, and the llth 
was the day which was celebrated as 
his birthday for many years. But the 
change in the calendar in 1754, by 
which 11 days were dropped out of 
the month of September hi that year, 
made this anniversary, by an exact 
calculation, fall on the 22nd. 


The national celebration of 1932, 


for which congress has appropriated 
$4,500,000, will last from February 22 
to Thanksgiving. The President is 
.chairman of the Washington bicen- 
tennial commission, and each state 
is to appoint a similar commision. 
Local committees will be formed to 
see to it that every child and every 
citizen has an opportunity to take 
part in some form of local celebra- 
tion.

and a demi-god, so long perpetuated 
inthe name of patriotism, will be re 
placed in the public mind by the im 
pression of him as a very human 
sort of person, but I an: afraid not 
SMITHSONIAN 


More than 100 years ago James 


Smithson, a wealthy Englishman 
who was illegitmate son of a British 
nobleman, left his entire fortune to 
the United States of America to 
found "an institution for the increase 
and diffusion of knowledge, among 
men," Congress just before adjourn- 
ment this year appropriated $6,500, 
000 to add to previous appropriations 
for the enlargement of the Smith- 
sonian institution and its National 
Museum. 


Smithson's bequest and the pur- 


pose to which it has been put have 
been worth uncountable millions to 
America. Research in pure science 
conducted by the men in charge of 
the institution has done more toward 
the development of our national re- 
sources than any other one cause, so 
those familiar with the matter say. 
It is the center to which everybody 
who wants to know anything about 
American soils, rocks, fishes, plants, 
trees, insects or animals goss for 
precise information. It is also the 
greatest source of information on 
applied science in the form of in- 
vention.

"GINGERBREAD HOUSE" 


BUILT IN JERSEY TOWN 


By Caleb Johnson 


Fifty miles west of New York, in 


•he little town of Hamburg, New 
Tersey, stands the most amazing and 
curious house in America. 


Here, in colored cement, have been 


•eproduced in "life" size or larger, 
figures and groups from the old Ger- 
man fairy tales, to make a veritable 
wonder house for children to visit. 


The idea originated with a manu- 


"acturer of food products. He had 
sot an old stone mill in New Jersey, 
and was wondering what to do with, 
a piece of land adjoining the mill. 
He wanted to build something dec- 
orative, but he didn't know what he 
wanted. 


One evening in New York he at- 


ended the Metropolitan opera house. 
The opera that night was "Hansel 
and Gretel." That is a great musical 
composition, in which the characters 
and theme are taken from the fam- 
ous old collection of fairytales writ- 
en by the Grimm Brothers two 
lundred years ago. 


As produced at the Metropolitan, 


:he scenes and costumes, designed 


Joseph Urban, are in perfect ac- 


cord with childhood's conception of 
ogres and fairies, witches and giants. 
[t occurred to the visitor that here 
was exactly what he wanted. 


The principal scene of the opera 


takes place in the "Gingerbread 
House." The man from New Jersey 
approached the designer and asked 
him to build a Gingerbread House 
out at Hamburg, using an old lime- 
kiln for the foundation and recon- 
structing his stage scenery in endur- 
ing stone and concrete. At the first 
the artist demurred, but finally he 
agreed to do it. 


Urban went to work and for two 


years his limitless imagination and 
astounding creative genius have had 
full play in building a dream palace 
such as the wildest fancies of fairy- 
tale writers have never surpassed. 
It is made of poured stone, and is 
colored inside and out with all the 
radiance of the rainbow. Its per- 
manent snow roof is like a cake ic- 
ing six inches thick, with sugar 
hearts, crescents, and circles en- 
crusting it in a myriad of beautiful 
tints. A life-size horse and rider, in 
full armor, gallop in the direction of 
the wind from its rooftree, and a 
giant black cat crouches on a candy 


ing down the stuck-out tongue of a 
grimacing iron cat. From this door 
steps go down thru a strange pas- 
sage-way. The circular staircase is 
mounted and Hansel and Gretel 
form its banisters, holding each 
other's hands and dressed in their 
quaint colored costumes. 


There is a giant metal plum pud- 


ding in a room at the head of one 
flight of the stairs, its walls studded 
with cork cookies. A witch rides a 
broomstick at the top of another 
flight, and a great wire spider web 
stretches across the turret high 
above. From it the strange, many- 
legged spider with glittering glass 
eyes runs down a wire strand and 
dangles thrillingly above the visitor 
who has been prepared for his de- 
scent. 


With bated breath the little ones 


will gather around the caldron in 
which the Giant was brewing his 
dinner from the bones of his victims 
when Jack slew him. The fire is 
there and the flame-colored walls 
are studded with bones. It is truly 
a place of wonderful scenes, a com- 
plete transportation into fairlyland 
for the mothers and children to 
whom it is freely open every day. 


The purpose of the "Gingerbread 


House" is, frankly, to advertise the 
particular food products which its 
originator makes. But there is no 
suggestion of advertising about the 
building or its contents. It is some- 
Jiing new in American art and arch- 
itecture, and may prove to be the 
beginning of a new movement in 
this country. 


One of the principal complaints 


which European visitors make about 
America is that our buildings are 
too colorless and too much alike. 
The main street of any American 
town looks just like the main street 
of almost every other American 
town. They all try to look like big 
cities, more or less. Design and col- 
or are standardized arid there is lit- 
tle life or variety in the scene. 


Every building which departs from 


those standards, if it does so artisti- 
cally and in harmony with its sur- 
roundings, helps to make America 
more picturesque. And that is what 
the Gingerbread House at Hamburg 
is doing.

CULLS 


Out with the slackers—save feed, 


work and space. 


Culling is accurately done by close 


observers from now until October. 


The hens that stop laying early 


have been the slackers throughout 
the year and will be the slackers 
so long as they stay in the flock. 


That fact has been definitely 
es- 


tablished by trapnest records. 


From records made at the Oregon 


station, it was shown that pullets 
that began to lay at G1/^ months, 
averaged 200 eggs in the year; those 
that began to lay in nine months or 
longer averaged 100 eggs in the year. 


Another fact brought out was that 


the pullets which laid first laid for 
the longest period of time. 


They were the last to quit as well 


as the first to start. The slackers 
were slow starters as well as early 
quitters. 


. .The Ohio station made a test of 
pullets the same age, putting the 
early maturing'birds in one pen, the 
slow maturing pullets in another. 
All the first lot began to lay in Oc- 
tober—but the slow lot did not begin 
until December. 


The early maturers averaged 160 


eggs in the year and the late start- 
ers 118 eggs. In this experiment the 
conclusion was drawn that 50 choice, 
early-maturing birds at $2.00 each 
would be a better investment than 
100 slow-maturing at $1.00 each. 


If you intend to buy pullets any- 


time it is well to consider whether 
you are getting the pick of the flock 
or whether they were picked before 
you got there. 


The first visible evidence of laying 


is the large red comb and wattles 
commonly called the "bloom." There 
is no mistaking this, especially in 
leghorns. But there are many other 
factors that go to make a desirable 
selection.

LITTLE THINGS 


Recently I read the admonition, "Go to your doctor, to 


forestall his being compelled to see you." It struck me so 
forcibly that I sat right down at my typewriter to tell you 
about it. 


You know yourself that your family doctor is not a 


miracle-worker; he cannot do the impossible, but he is 
your best aid in time of trouble; and, you know that a little 
devil is easier to put. down than a big one. 


What I want to emphasize is this: Just as soon as you 


find something wrong with you that you don't understand 
perfectly, see your physician about it. An enlarged gland 
somewhere may seem innocent enough at the time you 
first notice it—it may turn into a serious abcess, or indeed 
a malignant growth. 


Remember: The very best time to treat a cancer is as 


soon as it starts. The very earliest stage is when the cure 
of cancer is possible. Just a bit of neglect of the small 
beginning may usher in the hour when it is forever too 
late to save life. 


All delay in sickness in dangerous. The slight, hacking 


cough that persists in spite of careful conduct, may be the 
beginning of rheumatism, chronic bronchitis, heart disease 
—ever tuberculosis! Attend to it early. 


The simple little wound in the hand or foot, made by a 


rusty nail or splinter of wood, should be promptly attend- 
ed to. These accidental injuries are common in the warm 
season, when thinner footwear and more outdoors is the 
rule. The expense of the doctor's examination and pre- 
scription may be considered, but think of what is possible 
if the thing should prove a serious, possibly a hospital, 
matter! 


Let me repeat: When you encounter something on or 


inside your system that you do not understand, go to the 
one who will set you right the quickest way—your physi- 
cian.

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Percolation Tests 


Made for San 


Gabriel Waters 


Someone has said the rivers in 


California "run upside down." This 
is true hi part, but observations at 
the flooding grounds of the San 
Gabriel Valley Protective associa- 
tion, near the mouth of the San Gab- 
riel canyon, shows there are times 
when great quantities of water pass 
down this stream, later to divide in- 
to the San Gabriel and Rio Hondo 
rivers. 


The protective association, work- 


ing hi conjunction with Chief En- 
gineer Eaton of the Los Angeles 
county flood control district, is plan- 
ing to retard such bodies of water, 
holding them in storage during the 
whiter and spring months, when 
water is not so much in demand, 
releasing them under control when 
the hot dry summer season necessi- 
tates the use of more water to keep 
our valley fresh and verdant. 


Experiments in sinking water into 


the underground gravels carried on 
this spring on the flooding grounds 
have produced some very interest- 
ing figures, showing among other 
tilings that, should a water-tight 
bottom and sides have been provid- 
ed to confine the water which has 
been spread over a given section 
of this flooding grounds, a column 
of water 378 feet high would have 
resulted—instead this vast body of 
water lias been sunk into the under- 


• ground reservoirs to aid in the re- 


plenishing of the sub-surface strata 
underlying our local water supply. 
• This locality, together with every 
other acre of ground within the San 
Gabriel watershed is benefiting from 
the commendable work carried on 
under the supervision of the officers 
and directors of the association or- 
ganization.

TOO MUCH PITY 


A man who has won high distinction in his chosen field 


of labor came into my office not long ago. He walks with 
a limp, for one of his legs is shorter than the other.. 


He told me that for years he went around on crutches. 
"I finally threw them away," he said, "and I'll tell you 


why. I got infernally tired of having people stop to ask 
me what had happened. I didn't want sympathy. It did 
me no good, and slowed up my operations. I'm lame. I'll 
never be any better. But I can stand lameness better than 
I can stand being pitied." 


There is a great waste of pity in the world. 
I know, for example, a couple who seem to be curiously 


mismated. The woman is ten years older than the man. 
She is argumentative. She is not a very good housekeeper. 


At least a hundred times I have heard somebody say: 


"I'm so sorry for Joe. He might have picked out a lovely 
young girl, and see what he went and did." 


Now, 
the simple fact is that the man and woman are 


exceedingly happy. I personally can't see what he finds 
attractive in her, nor why she should have chosen him. 
But it is none of my business, and I certainly am not going 
to waste sympathy on two folks who seem to like each 
other and to be perfectly satisfied. 


I live part of every year in the middle of Manhattan 


island, and the rest of the time in a New England village. 
My Manhattan friends say: "What a terrible bore it must 
be to live in a little town. No theaters, no art galleries, 
no excitement. How I pity country people." 


My village friends say: "I like to go to New York for 


a visit, but what a frightful place to live! Noise, and crime, 
and rush and expense! The poor folks who are crowded 
together in those big apartments just don't know what 
real living is. How I pity them." 


What an absurd situation. What an emotional waste!

The 
chances are that he is spending an equal amount of his 
time being sorry for you.

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'Census Celebration" at County Fair— 


Los Angeles county, most remarkable of all counties in 


the United States as far as increase in population, con- 
struction activity and increase in property values are con- 
cerned, is to feature a "census celebration" at its ninth 
annual fair in Pomona, September 12 to 21. Despite a 
nation-wide tendency toward deflation in values, Los An- 
geles county has been able to maintain its position as the 
big "white spot" of the entire country, according to Asses- 
sor E. W. Hopkins, and now plans to celebrate its unusual 
prosperity with a mammoth harvest festival advertising 
hundreds of agricultural, horticultural and commercial 
achievements and the development of its cities and towns. 


For a number of years the Los Angeles county fair has 


been known as perhaps the biggest county fair in Amer- 
ica. Every state in the union will have exhibits of some 
kind. Special invitations have been extended to the gov- 
ernors of the states and especially to Herbert Hoover, who 
has already planned to be on the west coast to attend the 
state fair at Sacramento just preceding the Los Angeles 
county event. 


Over one hundred acres of land are being transformed 


into a beautifully colorful and artistic background in Vene- 
tian style. A new exposition building, the largest of its 
kind in the country, will this year house the agricultural 
and horticultural departments which were formerly in a 
monster tent. 


State Takes Over Road Work— 


Eight hundred and four miles of California roads, up 


to the present time constructed and maintained by county 
funds, are soon to be included in the state highway system. 
Surveys of thorofares carrying an increased amount of 
traffic in late years have been made, and selections made 
and agreed upon by the highway commission and the gov- 
ernor, as well as highway committees of the state cham- 
ber of commerce from all sections of the southwest. Only 
the final approval of the legislature is necessary before 
actual reconstruction and maintenance by the state will 
commence. This new mileage will bring the total of exist- 
ing state highways up to 7389 miles. 


Two local roadways will be affected by this movement. 


One is the route from Los Angeles running to a connec- 
tion with the San Bernardino-El Centro state highway 
near Colton. It passes within a mile of Covina's city lim- 
its and follows, in a large part> county roads exceptionally 
well located. Traffic studies plainly showed the commis- 
sion the importance of including it in the state system. 


The other is a bit further removed, altho passing thru 


the valley. It is the way from Pomona to the coast high- 
way near Fullerton via Brea canyon, which will establish 
a short cut between the territory east of Los Angeles and 
the beaches. 


Tree-Sitting Latest Craze— 


Tree-sitting—everywhere—is it to become as great a 


favorite among outdoor sports as miniature golf? We won- 
der if there will be enough "kids" left on the ground in 
September to make school possible. 


New reports reach us daily, via newspaper and word- 


of-mouth, and have begun to make us recognize it as an- 
other craze—and perhaps the craziest of them all. 


When one youngster, living near Chicago, fell out of 


his perch after an extreme length of sitting, and broke his 
arm—we thot the whole thing would we stopped. But 
boys will be hero-worshipers, and the modern urge to 
break a record, any record, made by someone else seems 
to be holding out right along with flying, swimming, boat- 
ing and the rest. 


The world championship is at present claimed by Har- 


old Herder, a six-teen-year-old Milwaukee boy, who has 
been roosting in a tree on the lawn of his parent's home 
for approximately 500 hours. The closest rival of Herder 
is Jimmy Sugonits, thirteen, in a tree on the courthouse 
lawn at South Bend, Indiana. Sugonits has about 400 
hours to his credit. 


A more local example is Jimmie Ponting, who has chos- 


en a large pepper tree on Valley boulevard between Po- 
mona and Puente as his aerial home. Jimmie just passed 
his 200th hour recently, and threatens to stay up until it 
rains. 


We believe that California lads have at least one big 


advantage over other "sitters" in that the weather is al- 
ways favorable. There are never any torrential rains or 
lightning storms to contend with, which no doubt make 
it uncomfortable for less fortunate easterners. 


State-Owned Refrigeration Plant— 


A new state-owned refrigeration storage terminal for 


California fruit intended for foreign shipment is now in 
operation on the waterfront at San Francisco. Its pur- 
pose is to provide a needed service in marketing perishable 
agricultural products in foreign markets, thru non-profit 
making operation. Every assistance in matters of market 
conditions, prices at principal ports of the world, and data 
relative to sailings, ports of call, tariff rates, etc., are offer- 
ed thru state ownership of the structure. 


Californian competition in world markets is rapidly 


growing. South Africa, fostered by Great Britain, is mak- 
ing great headway in the production and export of fruits 
to the United Kingdom and northern European countries. 
In the past, Europe, South America, the Pacifies isles and 
the Orient have been very profitable regions for our ex- 
porters of local fruits and vegetables. It is up to shippers 
in California, then, for competitive reasons, to insure ar- 
rival of exports at the oversea destination in perfect con- 
dition; and certain precautions must be observed. 


After picking, the methods of packing have a great 


deal to do with the length of time the fruit will hold up. 
After pre-cooling it must be held at a constant pre-deter- 
mined temperature with proper ventilation. Lack of these 
precautions often result in spoilage or deterioration, re- 
sulting not only in financial loss to the shipper, but the 
discouragement and hindrance of further orders from a 
particular foreign market.

RASPBERRIES 


Raspberries are here in abundance. 


Red raspberries. That seems to be 
what everybody means when we say 
raspberries. If we mean black rasp- 
berries, why we say black, rasp- 
berries. 


And now that they are here—for 


our use, it is a very good plan to 
take advantage of them in planning 
and making delicious desserts. Of 
course they are delicious 
alone, 


served with or without cream. But 
they are capable of being used in so 
many other ways that it is a good 
plan to know about them and make 
use of them. 


Here are some of the good ways 


for preparing them: 


Jellied Raspberries 


Rub raspberries thru a sieve, 


sweeten heavily and let stand until 
the sugar is dissolved. Add a pack- 
age of soaked and* dissolved gelatine 
to a quart of the fruit, mould, chill, 
and serve with whipped cream. • 


Rice and Fruit Pudding1 


Fill a baking-dish nearly full of 


raspberries, sweeten to taste, and 
cover with rice boiled in milk and 
sweetened. Bake until the rice is 
brown and serve hot in the same 
dish. 


Raspberry Pudding 


Cream one-fourth cup of butter 


with one cup of sugar. Add one cup 
of crushed and sweetened rasp- 
aerries and four eggs beaten sepa- 
rately. Beat to a stiff paste and fill 


buttered bakingdish in alternate 


ayers 
with fresh bread-crumbs. 


Cover with crumbs, dot with butter, 
and bake for an hour in a moderate 
oven. 
Serve with any preferred 


sauce. 


Raspberry Blanc-Mange 


Thicken two cups of milk with two 


level 
tablespoons 
of cornstarch 


rubbed smooth with a little cold 
milk, add a pinch of salt, and two 
eggs beaten with three tablespoons 
of sugar.

flavored icing. 


Raspberry Whip 


Simplest of all raspberry desserts 


is raspberry whip. This calls for the 
white of eggs beaten very light, flav- 
ored with the fresh juice of crushed 
raspberries. It should be mixed just 
before serving. 


Berry Tarts 


They are delicious tarts made of 


berries. The pie crust is baked to 
a light golden brown and cooled. 
Then the berries, lightly crushed and 
sweetened, are added. Over the top 
is piled whipped cream. Or else you 
may use a meringue to top the 
berries, or a chilled soft custard may 
be poured over them.

Honey 


Producer Has 


Large Plant 


Honey production hi California is 
apidly becoming one of the most 
mportant 
industries, 
with 
Los 


Vngeles and Orange counties com- 
ining to lead the state. The state 
epartment of agriculture registered 
,827 keepers in 1929, owning a total 
f 254,260 colonies. 
Los Angeles county has about 750 


jeekeepers at the present time and 
pproximately 35,000 colonies. The 
California honey industry has a $2, 
)00,000 annual turnover. 


Jess Hepner of Arroyo Drive, Co- 


/ina, has one of the largest and most 
fficient plants in the county. Mr. 
lepner is at present secretary of the 
Los Angeles County Beekeepers' 
•lub, which is organized for pro- 
ective and legislative purposes. 


Three large tanks at the plant on 


Arroyo Drive are at present holding 
ver nine tons of honey which is 
waiting to be refined. Altogether 
there are forty-five tons of the deli- 
cacy at the plant, twenty tons of 
which are orange and the remainder 
iage and buckwheat.. 


The orange season is the first of 


the year, when the bees attack the 
sage, and later the 
buckwheat. 


Buckwheat only blooms at a height 
of 3,000 feet or more above sea level, 
and some colonies are located, there- 
'ore, in the desert. Recent combs 
jrot in from the desert apiaries pro- 
duced the thickest honey for years, 
according to Hepner. 


A total of six hundred swarms are 


owned by the local concern. Each 
swarm produces about 150 pounds of 
boney each season. 
The desert 


swarm' brot in the unusual amount 
of 300 pounds this season. 
The 


highest amount of honey produced 
by a local swarm was 364 pounds, 
last year. On the average, two 
pounds a day per swarm is collected. 


Honey is some cheaper this year 


than last. However, the heat wave 
in the east has retarded the clover 
growth to such an extent that honey 
production there will probably be 
retarded, bringing up the market 
price. 


Beeswax, according to Hepner, is 


more profitable' than the honey. 
He has over a half ton of beeswax 
in storage, which brings around 
thirty cents per pound. It is sold for 
refining in cold creams, floor waxes, 
and'dozen of other uses. 


Honey, contrary to popular belief, 


is non-fattening. Jt is substantially 
a protein, and contains most of the 
valuable mineral ingredients neces- 
sary to sustain life. 


Packing Houses 


Build Additions 


La Verne Cooperative Citrus as- 


sociation is planning improvements 
and addition to its packing plant to 
cost approximately $85,000. Included 
in the plans for expansion is a pre- 
cooling plant and a lemon packing 
house. The pre-cooler will have a 
capacity of about 80 cars, according 
to C. I. Cartwright, manager. The 
original house was built in 1924. 
La Verne association is affiliated 
with the Mutual Orange distribut- 
ors.

Four Hundred 


Tons of Hay 


Burn in Hills 


A number 
of Covina people 


noticed a large blaze against the 
southern horizon Sunday evening 
about 8:30. It was a large hay barn 
aelonging to Joseph Marcelina on the 
Covina pass road about one and one- 
half miles north of Valley boulevard, 
and north of the Puente hills. 


Four hundred tons of hay were 


burned up as well as several tanks 
of gasoline and oil, which caused a 
series of explosions as they blew up. 
The hay had been packed away only 
a few days ago. It was baled green, 
and probably brot about spontaneous 
combustion which started the blaze. 


The Puente fire department ar- 


rived at the scene in time to stop 
its spreading to nearby houses and 
barns. Water had to be hauled in 
large tanks, which caused an added 
inconvenience in battling the flames. 
The San Dimas forestry department 
was also on the job. 


Flames and sparks shot up several 


hundred feet, endangering all nearby 
property. The remains of the barn 
continued burning most of the night. 
This makes the second hay barn fire 
in ten days, the first being Louis 
Didier's place just off of Valley 
boulevard, according to Captain 
ieyes of the Puente fire depart- 
ment.

Walnut Die-Back 


Being Investigated 
by Experiment Men 


The recent alarming increase in 


die-back of walnut trees in the vi- 
cinity is still being investigated by 
M. H. Kimball, assistant farm ad- 
viser. In a letter received yesterday 
Mr. Kimball informs us that no de- 
finite conclusions will be announced 
until the finish of the experimental 
attempt to produce similar die-back 
under controlled conditions thru the 
citrus experiment station.

Walnut groves from San Diego to 


Sutter counties are generally af- 
fected. According to O. Lee Baucher 
in the Diamond Walnut News, the 
trouble may be traceable to one or 
more of four causes: abnormally 
early or severe fall frosts, early win- 
ter drought, alkali injury of the soil, 
and poor drainage. 


Die-back in young trees, according 


to Mr. Baucher, might be caused by 
young wood and leaves being quite 
tender when an early fall frost oc- 
curs. Another theory is that such 
trees are allowed to become dry 
when the well-known drought in- 
jury takes its toll. Again, there is 
the possibility that trees suffered 
rom lack of water during the sum- 
mer months and by the time frost 
omes are in a weakened condition. 
It is remembered that just follow- 


ng quite a warm spell in this vi- 
inity last November, even before 
he trees had lost their leaves, a 
leavy frost descended, possibly in- 
uring them to such an extent as to 
ring on the present condition. Only 
000 tons of nuts are expected to be 
hipped from the valley groves this 
^ear, whereas last year the output 
amounted to over 3500 tons. Ship- 
ments from the local house in 1927 
were 5000 tons, and in 1928, 2200 
ons.
